Finally we come to our year of years. Al- 
though we had lost Bobby Martin to the Army, 
Clarice’ Powell to Bed Burnett, “and Jack 
Karnes to Hargrave Military Academy, we 
forged ahead. Jimmy Kennedy was chosen 
president, and a mighty rough time he had of it 
keeping the class in line.
